The Bonded Debt. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—The amount of in- 
terest on account of the public debt for which the 
treasury will be liable on January 3 is more than 
$10,000,000, of which amount $7,387,000 is on account 
of the 4 per cent bonds, and the remainder on ac- 
count of the extended 6 per cent bonds, which now 
bear 344 per cent per annum. On the 4 per cent 
bonds one quarter's interest, and on the extended 
sixes one-half year’s interest, will be payable on 
the date above named, It has been the 
practice of the department for many 
years to anticipate the January 
est, and the departure from this practice by Secre- 
tary Folger has caused considerable complaint 
from holders of smatl amounts of the two classes of 
bonds mentioned, whose convenience would have 
been promoted at this particular season had the 
secretary permitted Treasurer Gilfillan to pay the 
January interest before the Christmas holidays, On 
January 1, 1880, the liability for the semi-annual 
interest on the 6 percent bonds then outstanding 
was more than $6,000,000. Since that date the ag- 
gate principal of these bonds. has been reduced 
from $202,000,000 to $159,000 000, and the liability on 
account of the semi-annual interest due Jan. 1 has 
been reduced from more than $6,000,000 to $2,720,- 
i78, which amounts to an annual saving on this 
class of bonds alone of $5,555,156. The quarterly 
interest on the extended 5 per cent bonds is pay- 
able February 1. The amount of these bonds out- 
standing twelve months ago was, in round figures, 
$506.000,000, and the annual interest charged there- 
on $25,500,000. The principal is now $101,000,000, 
and the annual interest charged $14,000.0u0@, These 
figures show that in the last eleven months there 
has been a reduction in the principal of the out- 
standing 5 and 6 per cent bonds ef $148,000,000, and 
a reduction inthe annual interest charged of $17,- 
827 , OU,

CRIME AND CASUALTY. 


A Virginia Explesion—An Indian Tragedy — W tcked- 
“peas Generally. 

RiciMonp, December 27—An explosion occurred 
yesterday at West Point, Va., on board the steamer 
West Point, plying between that place and Balti- 
more, There were twelye colored men in the for- 
ward hold at the time, all of whom were either 
killed by the explosion or burned to death. Five 
other men were aft stowing cotton. These 
jumped overboard, and four Of 


them were drowned, The first of- 
ficer of the steamer Peter Geoghegan, of Balti- 
more, was blown overboard but was saved, al- 
thongh he is quite badly burned. Quartermaste: 
Williamn Bohannan, of Baltimore, was seriously 
and possibly fatally burned, Several others were 
more or less severeiy burnt. 

The boat’ acargo wus made up of miscellaneous 
freight, among which were severa! hundred barrels 
of oil, sixty of which were gasoline. The oil be- 
coming ignited, the flames spread with sucle rapid- 
ity that there were nochance of saving the vessel, 
and not any of the persons on board of her, even 
if they were not killed by the explosion. The for- 
ward portion of the deck, and a great part of the 
starboard side were blown out,and there is no 
doubtall those inthe holdor near the forward 
hateh wereinstantly killed, Fourmen, who were 
drowned, were storing cotton in the after hold. 

After they jumped overboard a large hatch fell 
upon them, disabling them so they drowned. The 
cause of the explosion isas yeLamystery.

JUDGE GUITEAU’S COURT) 


HOLDING AN INQUEST OVER THE 
DEEDS OF ONE Cox. 


Mra. Scoville Declared to bea Full Sister to Her 
Brother in Manners as well as in Blood—Her 
Denuneiation of the Government—More 
Expert Testimony is Introduced. 


WASHINGTON, December 27— Marshal Henry, in an 
interview to-day referred to Mrs. Scoville’s state- 
mentasto going to him and asking to have her 
husband protected, He said: ‘She came into my 
office with a bundle of letters, and said that her 
husband wasin danger. I told her I did not think 
any one would hurt him, but if she did needa 
guard, I had not the men at my command to fur- 
nish it. She said she did not went a guardstationed 
at the house. She said that she had seen Major 
Brock and failed to get any satisfaction, and had 
come tome. When I told her 1 could not furnish a 
guard, she said she Would see Justice Carter. She 
wanted the anthorities to be warned and on the 
lookout to prevent harm being done. Now, if she 
was not seeking protection, Ido not know what she 
did want.”’

He still 
clings to the belief that the jury will accept his 
bold assertion that his free agency was destroyed 
and will acquit him. 

Colonel Corkhill received to-day by express from 
Kansas, a package found to contain a very ingenu- 
iously-devised gag for Mr, Guiteau,, which was 
made from acorn-cob. / 

The prosecuting attorney declares he will to- 
morrow insist upon having Guiteau removed to 
the prisoners’ dock if he undertakes to renew the 
tirade of abuse which he has indulgedin since the 
opening of the trial, and espccially for the past 
week. 

Scoville has been engaged some days in the prep- 
aration of his closing argument, which will be an 
elaborate and exhaustive review of the voluminous 
evidence given upon the trial and will probably 
consume two days in delivery. He was also in re- 
ceipt of several express packages to-day. One con- 
tained a miniature gibbet with Guiteau suspended 
upon it. Another mysterious looking parcel con- 
tained a number of liver pills, labelled: ‘‘Whole- 
some advice for Guiteau.”’ 


The Trial Resume d. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—The ¢rowd at the 
(iuitean trial this morning Was as great as usual. 
When Guiteati reached his seat he looked around, 
and smiling, said: ‘3 had a nice Christmas dinner, 
and hope everybody else did. I had lots of fruit, 
flowersand lady visitors, and a good time gener- 
ally ”’ 

Dr. A. G. McDonald, superintendent of Ward's 

insane hospital, took the stand. Witness had, 
during his practice, 6,000 cases of insanity under 
his charge; had given special attentton to the study 
Iie stated the difference between 
‘delusions’ and “insane delusions’’—the former 
by judgment and 
reason denominated insane delusions. He be- 
lieved, judging from his observatian and experi- 
ence, that the claim of inspiration frequently as- 
serted by insane people, proceeds from some hallu 
cination affecting the senses. The witness was 
asked if persons acting under the claim of inspira- 
tion would indicate itany other way than by their 
assertions, and replied: Their actions and beha- 
vior would indicate it as well as_ their 
assertions, In anewer to the question if such per- 
sons would be free from any apprehension of bod- 
ily injury or take any precautions against danger, 
said # ‘‘Inspiration always overrides all fear of 
bodily pain and renders the person who believes 
he is acting underinspiration wholly oblivious to 
such considerations. 
They seldom plan with deliberation, but on the 
contrary their acts are sudden in both conception 
and execution as arule,and seldom attempt to 
avoid the consequences in any way. 

Guiteau suggested that there were two kinds of 
insanity.. Thecrank insanity and Abraham in- 
sanity and that he belonged to the latter class. 

The witness described what is commonly called 
temporary insanity, and said he did not believe in 
such insanity and in all his experience had never 
seen an instance of it. 

Dr. McDonald did not believe in hereditary in- 
sanity. An occasional defect might be transmitted, 
but not the disease itself. As a rule the desecen- 
dents of insane persons did not become insane. If 
everybody in the world would by 
this time be insane. The tendency was more to- 
ward health than the inheritance of disease. Nei- 
ther did he believe in moralinsanity The phrase 
is reeent, and has been, since its invention, anoth- 
er name for wickedness or craft. It was first used 
during the French revolution to excuse the slaugh- 
ters of the period. 

The counsel for prosecution, in putting the ques- 
tion, referred to Dr. Spitzka as a horse doctor, and 
to another witness asan ‘‘agnostic.’’ 

Mr. Scoville called attention to these reflections 
upon the witnesses for the defense, and Judge (ox 
sustained the objection and the offensive terms 
were withdrawn. 

Dr. MacDonald his interview with 
Guiteau that latter had . spoken 
of his act as a ‘conception 
of bisown.”’ His phraseology throughout the in 
terview wasa variation upon **Conceived the idea.”’ 
He did notthen speak of inspiration, and said he 
had conceived the idea ab®ut six weeks before car- 
rying itintoexecntion. He had already said it was 
the actof God, Guiteau, in rorer to MacDonald’s 
question why he had not left the execution of the 
idea to God, as wellas its conception, replied that 
God ieft the matters of detail to his chosen instru- 
ments. Guiteau had discussed the question of in- 
sanity with MacDonald, and to him had said that 

i been looking up the question of insanity, 
while he was not medically in- 
sane, he was legally insane, and 
expected acquittal on that ground, and would be 
sent to an asylum; that after being therea short 
time he would apply for a commission of inquiry. 
which of course would find he was not insane, and 
his discharge would follow. MacDonald saw noth-. 
ing in Giniteau's face, or shape,or his head, to in- 
dicate insanity.

to MacDonald whether, from his personal examina- 
tion and careful consideration of the prisoner 
during his trial, he considered him sane or in- 
sane. 

MacDonald replied: ‘‘I believe him to be a sane 

an. 

To the further questions MacDonald said he be- 
lieved Guiteau had been playinga part in court. 
He had carefully watch him when making his 
assertion that he -had been prompted by 
the deity and had observed that his gesticula- 
tions, intonations and facial ex pressions, 
while using this expression were always the same 
exceptonce. Guiteau, during an interview in jail, 
apparently forgetting his past half completed asser- 
tion in an ordinary conversation, half-way, butsud- 
denly recolleecting himself, stopped and commenced 
the declaration over again, with familiar effects. 
As to Guiteau’s habit in interrupting in court, Dr. 
MacDonald did not think an insane person would 
have had such correct appreciation of time and 
effect or shown so much method in his 
interruption—an insane man, if he were moved 
by an impulse to interrupt, would _ have 
done so regardless of the stage of the proceedings: 
the conduct of an insane person would not be char- 
acterized by selection, as had been shown by the 
prisoner. e had observed that Guiteau’s inter- 
ruptions had been most frequent and excited when 
the evidence was telling against him. 

Here Guiteau interrupted MacDonald by saying: 
“You are making a great to-do about nothing. 
do not pretend | am insane now.”’ 

Witness noticed Guiteau’s: constant reading of 
newspapers, and concluded that newe- 
paper comment had influenced Guiteau’s 
conduct. As an example of this 
he cited Guiteau’'s threats against his former wife, 
which had been referred toin the newspapers be- 
fore she came on the stand, asan evidence of de- 
a gee and when an opportunity offered, he care- 

ully refrained from executing his threats. 

Guiteau frequently interrupted MacDonald, com- 
batting his conclusion and advising bim to draw 
his money and go home. 

Guiteau has givin to the press another statement, 
which he opens with “A merry Christmas greet- 
ing tothe American people.'’ In it he tells over 
again his story of the killing of President Garfield 
and the causes that led to it.

Inereasing In Vielence and Widening its Territory.

When the vehicle disappear- 
ed, the man dressed himself and made his escape 
and went to his home. To-day, through his 
wife’s importunities and promise to accom- 
an him he consented to o te 
Banke Hill. Mrs. McLeary left the honse for the 
surpose of ordering an ambulance During Mrs, 
McLeary’s absence, John Leymons entered the 
house and got the sick man’s consent to accom- 
pany him to the second precinct station-house. 
Leymons assisted McLeary, whose face was one 
mass of sores, through the streets to the station- 
house. Meantime, Dr. Paul, who had seen the 
man in the street, hurried to the station-house, re- 
ported,that McLeury was in a dying condition, and 
advised the sergeant in eharge not to admit him. 
The doors were at once fastened. and when Ley- 
mons arrtved with his charge admission was re- 
fused, and the sick man was deposited on 
the sidewalk, where, after a few conyul- 
sive shivers. he died. Leymons then attempted to 
force his way into the station-house, and was ar 
rested andgocked up, An hour later the body was 
removed, but not before several hundred people, 
the majority children, had congregated, and the 
cloth had been placed over the dead man’s face 
was actually removed by those children. After the 
removal of the body the entire block was fumiga- 
ted. The street was crowded for some time later 
by people discussing the occurrence, 


(Htcago, December 27.—The small-pox seems to 
continue in the city at the same rate of mortality 
and increase as heretofore. One of thechief causes 
-is that country towns send their cases to this city 
for the authorities to care for. One man was dis- 
covered in the outskirts of this city who had been,» 
taken rwith the disease while working on a farm in 
wage e county, and had at once been hustled off 
on foot to Chieago.

At Mount Carmel, Iil., several deaths from smail- 
pox have oceurred e mayor has ordered that 
sérvices in all the churches be stopped. One 
church refused to recognize the order and held a 
festival, The mayor thereupon telegraphed for 
advice to the state board of health, which instruet- 
ed him to compel obedience to his order by force, 
if necessary, and to call for the state malitia to aid 
himin case the ordinary officers were powerless. 
They also instructed him to havejev: ry person who 
attended the festival » vaccinated. Thts incident 
illustratesthe activity of the state board in stop- 
ping the scourge, and also their apprehension that 
t will become epidemic. 


LEBANON, Ill., December 27--Mayor J. F. Webb, 
pursuant to the instructions of the city council, as 
ex-officio chairman of the board of health, has is- 
sued a proclamation urging general vaccination, 

The board of education have taken similar 
action, and ordered that all children wishing to at- 
tend school after holiday vacation be vaccinated 
and have set apart Wednesday nextdor free vac- 
cine at the school house to all who may apply. 
There are no cases of small-pox in Lebanon, and 
with the precautionary joint action of the board of 
health and board of education and a Zzeneral ob- 
servance of same on the part of our citizens, its ad- 
vent here may be prevented.

Savannah News, 

On Saturday afternoon about 4 o'clock, consider- 
able excitement was created by a report that Mr. 
Louis H. de Mon tmolitn had been stabbed and 
mortally wounded by Mr. J. J. Abrams in the store 
of Messrs. Branch & Cooper, corner Whitaker and 
Broughton streets. Inquiry into. the matter re- 
vealed the following particulars of the affair: 
About 4 0’clook Mr. De Montmollin was in the 
store ordering some groceries, the order 
being taken by .Mr. George 8. Arnett, one 
of the clerks. He was standing at the coun- 
ter desk at the time, with his back towards 
Whitaker street. VWhilstso engaged Mr. Abrams 
entered the store, aud inquired of Mr. Cooper if his 
boy had been there to get his groceries, and was in- 
formed he had not. Mr. Abrams then waiked 
around inside the counter, where Mr. Arnett was 
standing taking Mr. De Montmollin’sorder, and 
said: ‘“‘Iwant some articles, but don’t put my 
name under thatd—n thief’s.”’. Mr. De Montmol- 
lin, itisstated, apparently did not hear this re- 
murk, which was intended for him, as he took no 
notice of it. A few seconds afier Mr. Abrams repeat- 
ed che remark, when Mr. De Montmollin turned to- 
wards him aurd said: ‘‘Abrams, this has gone far 
enough; I can’t stand it any longer. AS he utter- 
ed these words the parties came tn conflict and Mr. 
Abrams commenced cutting at Mr. De Montmollin. 
Witnesses stated that Mr. be Montmollin placed 
his handson Mr. Abrams’ shoulders when speak- 
ing. Mr, Abrams, however, says he seized him by 
the throat. Mr. Branch was in another part of the 
store, but perceiving the scuffle, hastened forward 
and caught hold of Mr. De Montmollin, at the 
same time calling to Mr. Arnett togetthe knife 
from Mr. Abrams. The parties were then 
separated, the affair lasting only a_ few 
minutes. Mr. De Montmollin, who had 
been severely cut about the face and body, and was 
bleeding profusely, was at once assisted to the 
wagon belonging to the firm, and conveyed to his 
home on Anderson street, messengers meanwhile 
having been dispatched for physicians. Mr. 
Abrams proceded to the barracks and surrendered 
himself, stating that he had cut Mr, De Montmollin 
in self defense, Later a warrant was issued against 
Mr. Abrams for assault with intent to murder by 
Magistrate Waring Russell, Jr., and he entered 
into bond in the sum of $,000 for his 
appearance to answer the charge before 
the superior court. and was then released from 
custody. Meanwhile Drs. Wm. Duncan-and T. J, 
Chariton had been summoned tothe relief of Mr. 
De Montmollin. On examination, it was found that 
six wounds had been inflicted, one in the left 
cheek, a severe gash; twoin the left leg just below 
the groin, one in the arm, one in the shoulder and 
one in the left hand, which nearly severed one of 
the fingers. The rin of his hat was cut in sev- 
eral places, and in his coat and pants were a num- 
ber of cuts, through which, however, the knife 
failed to penetrate le the flesh, 

The most serious of the injuries are the twoin the 
left leg, immediately below the groin, which are ex- 
tremely painful. In the opinion of the physicians, 
whilst the injuries are serious, they are not danger- 
ous,

HAMMOND’S EMERGENCY BILL. 

The fact that Congressman Hammond has 
introduced a bill providing for the election of 
three vice-presidents has already been men- 
tioned in our news columns. The purpose of 
this bill is to fit an emergency such as threat- 
ened to arise a few months ago, and which 
might arise at any time, When 
Garfield died there was no _ president 
of the senate nor speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives. Had the vice-president also 
then died the United States would have been 
without an official head. If the vice-president 
had been alive, but lingering from the effects 
of disease or wounds when the senate met, 
what a struggle might there not have been for 
the office of president of the senate, the next 
in succession under the act of congress of 1792. 
Divided as was the senate, months might have 
been consumed in the struggle. Millions 
would have been lost by the feverish excite- 
ment and public confidence in our govern- 
ment would have been shaken by the suspi- 
cion that corruption might decide the contest. 

Suppose the president of the senate install- 
ed and acting as president—when the next 
senate elected its president, would he oust the 
former? Does the incumbeyt hold because 
he happened to be in office when the succession 
fell, or does the new one hold by virtue of his 
office? 

In the emergency suggested, suppose the 
vice-president had died pending that struggle, 
but after the house had elected its speaker? 
Under the act of 1792 he would be required 
to act as president. Suppose the senate then 
elected its president, would he oust the 
speaker of the house? Or, if not, would the 
speaker of the next house oust him? Sup- 
pose that neither of these officers has the age, 
nativity and citizenship required by the con- 
stitution for a president, what then? Can he 
act as president? 

ls the act of 1792 constitutional? The con- 


: - stitution demands an “officer” for the succes- 


sion, and it seems he must be an officer of the 
United States. The senate has held that the 
president of the senate is not an officer of the 
United States, and the same reasoning covers 
the speaker of the house. 

If an election must be held, as stated by the 
act of 1792, will the elected president begin a 
new term, or fill the balance of the old term 
only? If the former, how will we adjust a 
new term beginning and ending in the midst 
of a congress? 

Each man may answer these questions sat- 
is‘actorily to himself, but can he satisfy all 
others? Can congress remove the difficulties 
by changing the success:on? 

For obvious reasons it would not do to take 
the head of the army. It would confound 
the executive and judicial departments in a 
measure by casting it upon the supreme court. 
The successsor might preside at the trial of the 
acting president whose removal from office 
would confer upon his judge his grand pcwer 
and dignity. To put iton the cabinet might 
allow one removed for a crime to be succeed- 
ed by the instigator of or participator in'the 
crime. 

“No uncertainty should hang about this 
evil. The constitution provided a 
viceepresidnet with no function 
but to preside over the senate and. givea 
casting vote, and, when occasion arise, to act 
as president. Mr. Hammond's bill proposes 
to have two other vice-presidents to fill the 
gap made by the want of the former vice- 
president. The vice-presidents need not have 
any salary unless called upon act. The 
high dignity would find willing holders with-
